Secret service operatives working under the direction of the 
United States Treasury Department regard the capture of 
Stella Davis, known to them as the “Coinacker Queen,” in 
Chicago recently, most important they ever 
made. 

Stella Davis will be brought to St. Louis for trial for com- 
plicity in the alleged counterfeit operations of George Turner, 
who was arrested here, accused of passing bogus $5 gold pieces, 
and is now confined in the Four Courts. 

Secret service operatives believe that the coins passed by 
Turner were made from molds that had seen much previous 
service in spurious coinage operations. 

They have never been able to find the molds, which were 
first used by Stella Davis’ husband, Charles Davis, now serv- 
ing a sentence in the Missouri State Penitentiary for counter- 
féiting, and Frank Russell, who also is doing time for the 
same offense. 

‘Stella Davis was convicted of counterfeiting with her hus- 
band in 1901, and sent to the penitentiary. She was pardoned 
by President Roosevelt. 

John E. Murphy, the St. Louis representative of the United 
States secret service, and Capt. Porter, chief of the service in 
Chicago, regard Stella Davis as one of the most gangerous 
“soiners” in the country on account of her remarkable quali- 
fications for the business. 

She has a certain subtle power which she exercises over 


almost everyone who comes within her influence. 
This power, which has been called hypnotic by those who 


have seen the results of it, has enabled her to draw to her 
and keep in her service men who did her will absolutely, and 
she has influenced men in higher walks to favor her and show 
her clemency.

Her Molds Disappeared. 


When she and her husband were sent to the penitentiary the 
molds from which the counterfeit gold coins were made dis- 
appeared. 

Secret service men believe that after her release from the 
penitentiary she-brought them forth again, and having re- 
eruited her working forces with George Turner and Frazier 
Loiseau, also known as McDonald, a St. Louis youth, who 
was arrested with her in Chicago, she was ready for an ex- 
tensive campaign of illicit coining. 

Broken counterfeiting molds were found in the room which 
she and Loiseau occupied in Chicago. 

Stella Davis and the men who were working with her have 
given the authorities little satisfaction, and less information. 

Stella Davis is confined in the Cook County jail, at Dear- 
born and Michigan streets, Chicago. 

While she is most carefully guarded, she has won the good 
will of everyone connected with the jail, from Jailer Whitman 
down to the scrubbers. 

As a police court lawyer expressed it, she has got everyone 
who hae anything to do with her “conned.” 

A reporter for the Post-Dispatch found Stella Davis on the 
third floor of the Cook County jail in Chicago. 

“McDonald” is the name by which she is known in the jail. 

It has been said that she is wrecked by the use of mor- 
phine and cocaine. 

When she walked into the light of the lawyer’s cage she was 
trim and jaunty, evidently the embodiment of health. 


Has Flashing Eyes. 

Her chief physical attraction, however, is a pair of .mar- 
velous eyes, which, seen at close range, flash with the emotions 
‘that possess her. 

She is much better looking than her photographs portray 
her, and she does not look her age within a half dozen years. 
This, she says, is 31 years.

When she grows angry, which she did when describing her 
arrest, her face is not pleasant to see, and her eyes flash 
danger signals.

the evidence upon which the impeachment 
of Judge Swayne is based. He was not 
excited or vehement; he spoke with the 
Slow drawl and the quaint accent of the 
pine woods, in quiet, measured terms. But 
in the man’s whole bearing, in every sup- 
pression of his manner, in the slow glow 
that mounted into his eyes, there was 
evidence of fierce and vindictive hatred 
that has become the supreme passion of 
his life. 

It may he that his conclusions are based 
on slender foundations, and that in all nis 
conduct Judge Swayne was animated only 
by the purest and loftiest conceptioAs of 
judicial dignity and judicial prerogative. 
Hioskins’ hatred may be as unjust as it is 
bitter—but it is real. There can be no 
doubt of the man's sincerity nor question 
that his pursuit of Judge Swayne will end 
only when one or the other breathes his 
last. 

The man himself is unique. He was born 
but a few years before the storm of the 
civil war broke in all its fury,- and as a 
child was left to the care of his mother, 
while his father fought the battles of his 
State. When he was carried to Florida 
he was a child still, and, in that almost 
virgin land, so far as business or agricul- 
tural development is concerned, he grew to 
manhood and amassed a competency. 

He is as un!lettered as a bushman—unable 
to produce in writing so much as his own 
name. The mysteries: of the alphabet lie 
for him behind a closed door, which he 
cannot penetrate. Yet his language rarely 
betrays a grammatical mistake—though 
abounding in quaint idioms and forms of 
speech—and he has pursued his business 
with such shrewd intelligence and atten- 
tion to detail that he is worth today $50,0 
and is constantly making more. 


His Business Grows. 

Hoskins established himseif at Fort Jack- 
son, in Jackson County, where he pros- 
rered. He started in the turpentine busi- 
ness and the lands he owned or leased 
stretched over shousands of acres. As the 
vears passed his activities widened and he 
added a store and a, sawmill to the enter- 
prises he directed. In the meantime his 
three sons grew to manhood and to them 
he turned over a part of his business. His 
business life was not uniformly successful, 
but occasional failures only served to lend 
point to his more marked achievements. 

Things were in this condition when an 
effort was made to throw him into bank- 
ruptcy. He had been a member of the 
firm of Hoskins & Hilton, and when this 
was dissolved Hilton agreed to assume the 
liabilities of the partnership. Suits were 
brought against Hoskins, beoause Hilton 
failed to carry out his contract, and Hos- 
kins retained a lawyer by the name of 
Calhoun to defend him. Calhoun advised 
him he was not iegaily or moraliy respon- 
sible for the payment of the debts on the 
ground that Hilton had assumed their pay- 
ment. 

After a most extraordinary series of pro- 
ceedings, charged toaconspiracy between 
lawyers to bankrupt Hoskins, Judge 
Swayne ordered Hoskins’ son to produce 
the books of a company that was involved. 
In vain did witnesses testify the books 
contained nothing bearing on the case; 
Judge Swayne said he must have them. 
Officers were sent after him. 

The boy was convinced that if he ever 
faced Judge Swayne he would be sent to 
jail. He was as proud as a young eagle, and 
he felt that to endure such ignominy as 
‘onfinement among common criminals and 
jailbirds—the very scum of the community 
—would put upon him, was impossible. 

His soul revolted at the thought. He 
worked himself up into a frenzy at the 
very thovght—his whele mental horizon en- 
ompassed but one idea—but one dread. 
rhe officers were on his trail—court was 
in session. He determined to kill himself 
ind did. 

To the effort to have Judge Swayne im- 
peached W. H. Hoskins ‘has contributed 
freely in time and money. He says he is 
willing to spend every cent he has in the 
world to punish the man he holds respon- 
sible for the death of his son. 

“I shall never forgive him,”’ he declares; 
‘never, never, never.” 

The Hoskins charges are, of couse, but 
a part of the bill against Swayne, but 
they fire one of the strong features -relied 
upon/to establish the allegation that he is 
a tyrant on the bench.

Wednesday the provision made by the Van- 
dalia railroad and all the lines it operates 
for the care of its employes who have spent 
many years in the service of the road and 
who have become too old for active service 
went into effect. On that day employes of 
the system who had reached the age of 
70 quit the company’s service on a pension. 

Among those who retired are many who 
have spent forty or fifty years in the 
service of the road and given service that 
was most valuable. Many of these had an- 
ticipated the day with pleasure when they 
could retire from the hard life they have 
been leading and yet remain independent. 
Others dd not welcome the day as they 
still wished to continue In the active employ- 
ment of the road, although they had al- 
ready given the company the best years of 
their life and are not able now to give the 
most efficient service.

restraining the Fayette proceedings havinz 
been made. 

The indictment in Fayette County is 
based on an old statute giving one county 
permission to proceed in a criminal case 
in another county when the other county 
is not properly diligent in enforcing the 
penalty for violating the law. 

The theory of the prosecutors is that 
Breathitt County is completely under the, 
control of the Hargis family and that 
never be any proceedings 
against them whatever the evidence might 
be. 

If the decision of the court of appeals 
should be against the defendants, it is 
1eared troops will be needed to take them 
to Lexington. Their followers are loyal 
and would fignt to the Weath for them. 

The defendants fear the ‘cards are 
stacked’ against them at Lexington, 
though they say they will go there 
peaceably of the court so orders.

srounded, and a great many do not dare 
gO out of their homes after dark.” 

A newspaper correspondent, when asked 
why he would not send out reports when 
his paper had specified what was wanted, 
admitted that it was through fear. Ho 
Said he had had a “little trouble with Alex 
Hargis about something he had sent off to 
the paper about him,”’ and that they had 
not spoken for several months. He Said he 
was afraid to send out anything which was 
detrimental to the Hargises because he has 
to live here and does not care to put his 
life jin Jeopardy.

MAY LOSE PASSES 


Bill to Stop Free Transportation 
to Legislators to Be Intro- 
duced: Next Session. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Feb. 4.—It looks as if 
the Georgia politician is going to have to 
do without his railroad pass before very 
long. 

The agitation of the question of the po- 
tical influence exercised by corporations 
promises to have this effect, even if there 
is no other result for some time to come. 

w. W. Osborne of Savannah, solicitor- 
general and a politician of some strength 
has undertaken the task of 
stirring up the hornet’s nest about the 
ears of the corporations, because, it is 
said, two of the corporations’ political rep- 
resentatives refused to stand by him in 
his effort to make W. 8. West of Val- 
dosta president of the state Senate this 
year. 

“They will find that it was the most 
expensive piece of political treachery ever 
p.iayed in Georgia,’’ Mr. Osborne is quoted 
as saying. 

As a result of the failure to back West 
on the part of these corporation repre- 
seltatives, who possess some influence in 
party cireles, and their united action in 
soosting Walter Steed of Taylor County 
for the’ Senate presidency, Mr. Osborne 
is giving a series of letters to the press 
every week in which h is charging that 
offices and ‘legislation are largely con- 
trolled by these representatives of the 
corporations, ‘“‘mercenaries,”’ as he calis 
them, “‘who have sold their political in- 
fluence.’

that he, as much as any others, sought to 
direct legislation, has had no effect upon 
his plans, and he promises numerous dis-

is quietly going around the state that the 
free pass and the frank will probably have 
to go, that is, so far as public off.cials of 
ihe #tate are concerned. 
The bellef is generally expressed at the 
stat: capitol that the coming Legislature, 
which meets in June, will semd to the gov- 
ernor an anti-pass law, and that he will 
sign it. 

Just what state officials such a law will 
be made to inclu@e is a question of much 
interest in the discussion. The Legislature 
last summer took away free passes from 
the judges of the Supreme and Superior 
courts of the state, and at the same time 
gave each an increase of $1000 in salary. 
This is the first anti-pass law that Nas gone 
through the Georgia Legislature. 

Several measures on this line have been 
considered, and two sessions ago the Hall 
bill to prevent every public official in the 
state, including members of the sla- 
ture, from accepting free passes or franks, 
came very near passing. 


SNOW WHITE QUAIL IS SHOT. 


Specimen of Rare Species Found 


on Texas Ranch. 


SAN ANTONIO,: Tex., Feb. 4—J. #.

Mrs. Grant fol- 
lowed her husband into the kitchen and, 
calling the dog, attempted to pat it upon 
the head. The animal snapped dt and bit 
her badly on one of her fingers. The next 
day Mr. Grant drove into the carriage shed 
where the dog was kept, and noticed that 
the animal was acting strangely. His son 
was with him, and they came to the con- 
clusion that the animal was trying to get 
at their heels.

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IRISH TONGUE READY 


lrish Patriotism Asserting 


BY R. D. WALSH. 
A most encouraging sign of the progtTess 
which Irishmen are making in their native 
land is in the establishment of an Irish 
training school for Connacht, the arrange- 
menis for which have recently been per- 
fected. 
The school is the outcome of a suggestion 
made a year ago by the Archbishop of 
Tuam, who has advanced money for the 
purchase of a building. It will be located 
at a place called Partry in Mayo, a wild 
but beautiful district near Lough Mask, 
and in view of the famous highlands of 
Connemara. 
The object of the school is the teaching 
of Irish language and literature. It will 
be ‘open for three months in the year, 
beginning June 15, and there will be two 
courses of six weeks’ duration each. The 
for the six weeks’ course will be $10, 
but any student desiring to continue for 
the three months and unable to pay an- 
other fec will be allowed to do so. 
Any Gaelic League branch contributing $5 
to the school fund can nominate a student 
for each $5 so contributed. The money 
necessary to operate the school will be 
contributed by Gaelic League branches and 
by private donations. The English gov- 
ernment, of course, will contribute nothing 
to the, project. 
This is an undertaking worthy of the 
support of Irishmen everywhere, becaus¢é 
it is a practical and intelligent step towards 
ite preservation of the language of the 
Gael. The Irish language is a most diffi- 
enlt one to learn, but it is a most musical 
and expressive tongue. Its similarity to 
the Greek of Homer is very marked, and 
there is no doubt that both languages 
have a common origin.

Russian Minister Declares. Ozar 
Has Merely Taken Same Mea- 
sures Any Other Country Would 
Follow Under Similar Conditions 


“WORKINGMEN MISLED 
i ’ ENEMIES OF ORDER” 


“War Is Not About to End,” He 
Avers; “Russia Will Continue 
to Fight Until She Can Make 
Peace With Honor.” 


RY JAMES CREELMAN,

World and Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.- Tr in 
Asia is not about to end; it has really just 
begun,’ said Count Cassini, Russian am- 
bassador to the United States. 

“The struggle can only end when Russia 
is victorious. My country did not seek 
this conflict, but was forced into it by a 
treacherous attack upon her unprepared 
forces at a far distant point. Having en- 
gaged in a defensive war, Russia will con- 
tinue to fight until a peace consistent with 
her honor and her legitimate interests is 
possible, The ultimate triumph of Russian 
arms is, to my mind, an assured outcome 
of this unhappy war.” 

In spite of the criticism to which Russia 
is subjected in America, the venerable dean 
of the diplomatic corps at Washington is 
confident that public sentiment in this 
country will change before long. 

‘T have strong faith in the common 
sense and just instincts of the American 
people,”’ he said. “I do not believe they 
can fail to detect the workings of a cun- 
ning and malicious propaganda in the élab- 
orate and persistent attempts to exagger- 
ate, twist and pervert events in Russia. 

“It is just as absurd to picture the clash 
of rioters in St. Petersburg with the palice 
and troops aS a massacre or a revolution 
as to treat the fall of Port Artimr-as the 
virtual end of a war in which Rdssia is 
beginning to be in a position to deal ef- 
fectively with her enemy in the field. 

“What the Russian government did in 
St. Petersburg and what it has done else- 
where is just what the United States or 
uny other civilized and responsible state 
would do under the same circumstdnces. 
tt peeserved public order by force after a 


| Dae Ond full warning that force would be 


uged. The fact that innocent persons lost 
their lives in no way alters the situation. 
Nor is the government responsible for the 
outragedus exaggerations sent out of Rus- 
sia by newspaper correspondents. 


“Workingmen Deceived.” 

“The truth is that the organized work- 
ingmen of St. Petersburg, who had certain 
industrial grievances, were fonlly deceived 
and misled by a few nihilists and other 
revolutionaries who seek the destruction of 
all established governments. These advo- 
cates of violence are not numerous, but 
they are active and seek every opportunity 
to strike at the persons in authority. They 


chose a moment when Russia was engaged 
in a difficult war—difficult because of the 


great distances—to mislead thousands of 


hcnest workingmen, loyal Russians, into a 
movement by which they hoped to produce 
anarchy. 

“The workingmen of St. Petersburg un- 
derstand how they were duped. 

“Now that the incendiaries and thetr ob- 
jects have been exposed, honest men have 
gone back to their work. 

“The nihilists and other agents of dis- 
order have tried elsewhere to betray work- 
ingmen into a political revolution, but they 
have failed and will continue to fail, for 
the people are loyal to the Emperor. 

“The disturbances in Warsaw and else- 
where in Poland are due to the restless- 
hess and excitability of the Polish people, 
which shows itself in turbulence. That was 
truc of Poland long before it was Russian 
territory. The natural disposition of the 
Poles is being played upon by revolution- 
ary agents. 

“The men who led the workingmen of 

St. Petersburg into rioting demanded that 
the Emperor should come to a certain spot 
to meet them, and they accompanied their 
demand by public threats. 
‘Suppose a body of strikers in Washing- 
ton uld summon P dent Roosevelt to 
go to a public square and par! with a 
mob for any purpose, what would be his 
answer? Suppose they should threaten to 
start a revolution? Would that influence 
him to give another kind of an answer? 

Imagine that the leaders should invite 
a mob to march to the White House with 
red fla and revolutionary proclamation. 
Is it conceivable that the government 
would look on inertly, especially if they 
were informed of the violent purposes of 
the agitations? 

“Russia is not peculiar in the fact that 
there are indugtrial strikes in her terri- 
tory. All counWies are : ected to such 
disturbances. G?rmany and France and 
the United States arg very familiar with 
them. It is not u mmon to have the 
pense order violated by strikers. Nor is 
t a singular thing that a government 
should use fts police and its soldiers to 
prevent or put down ridts. 

“It was a dreadful thing to have Rus- 
sian blood shed in the streets of St. Peters- 
burg. But what could Rusgia do? What 
would any government do in simfar cir- 
cumstances? Abandon the city to the mer- 
cles of a mob? 

“The first duty of a government is to 
preserve order. If it will not or cannot do

Add 100,000 to Populace.

Special Commissioners Will Be 
Sent to Europe to Induce Desir- 
able Persons to Flock to Country 
Where Rich Lands Are Cheap. 


OMAHA, Feb. 5.—Nebraska is preparing 
a whirlwind campaign for settlers, and the 
promoters of the campaign confidently ex- 
pect to see the number of inhabitants of 
the state increased by fully 100,000. 

It is believed that a large part of these 
new settlers will be drawn from the farms 
of Pennsylvania, Ohio, the New England 
States and the South, although an effort 
will also be made to show the factory 
workmen throughout the crowded eastern 
cities that they can, by coming to Nebras- 
ka, In a few years, be in independent pos!- 
tions, instead of slaving day after day for 
comparatively meager wages. Sut the ef- 
forts of the men behind the scheme will not 
eng at the farmer and the workman, but 
will reach across the Atlantic and will en- 
deavor to influence immigrants to come dl- 
rect from Ellis Island to Omaha, here to 
be distributed to different parts of the 
state, according to their desires after learn- 
ing the resources of the different counties. 
The business men of the entire state are 
aroused over the proposition, and if the 
fame of Nebraska is unsung throughout the 
Union this summer and fall, it will be be- 
cause ine plans have failed. 

First, the solons of the Nebraska Legis- 
lature are to be asked to devote two per 
cemt of all the State taxes to an “‘advertis- 
img fund.” This itself !s an enormous 
amount, but even this sum is to be only 
the nucleus of a still greater fund which 
will be subecribed by the different com- 
mercial bodies of the State.

Citizens Now Subscribing to Fund 
to Build Station for the Recep- 
tion of Europeans Coming to 
America to Make Fortunes. 


PART OF PLAN TO GET 
WORKERS FOR THE SOUTH. 


Railroads Are Aiding It Through 
the Hope of Finding Tillers for 


the Great Area of Unoccupied’ 


and Fertile Soil. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 4.—If the move- 
ment on foot here is successful and there 
appears every reason to believe it will be 
so, New York will find herself outwitted in 
another way by resourceful friends of the 
port of New Orleans. 

It is proposed by the projectors of this 
scheme to bring the better olass of for- 
eigners now dumped on Ellis Island every 
year into America by the way of New 
Orleans, and to get as many as possible to 
settle down and cultivate the immense area 
of fertile ground that awaits their coming 
in the great valley. 

Nearly a million foreigners of all classes 
and trades are annually poured into New 
York from the immigration station on El- 
lis Island. These foreigners are then sent 
into the Middle West to help produce the 
agricultural products of that section. The 
great Mississippi Valley gets very few of 
these immigrants. Its only show now is an- 
nually three or four shiploads of Sicilians, 
who are sent out upon fhe sugar planta- 
tions and become acceptable cane cutters. 

The projected movement has for its pur- 
pose the Indefinite increase of the direct 
immigration into New Orleans. Up to 
this time, the entry of foreigners has been 
discouraged by the fact that New Or- 
leans has had no station into which the 
imported laborers can be landed for in- 
spection. This defect will bé remedied by 
the construction of an immigration sta- 
tion by popular subscription. This will 
be leased to the United States Bureau of 
Immigration and, with the co-operation of 
the White Star and other steamship lines 
that have already pledged support, it is 
thought that thousands of immigrants will 
every year be diverted from the New York 
gateway and sent out into the fields of 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama, Texas and 
Tennessee, 


Government Is Willing. 

The project was given its first {mpetus 
by the Southeastern Passenger Bureau, 
which appointed a committee composd of 
the heads of the passenger departments 
of the Illinols Central, the New Orleans & 
Northeastern, the Southern, the L. @& N., 
and others. With General Passenger 
Agents Hanson and Smith of the I. C. 
and N. O. & N.-E. at its head, this com- 
mittee went to Washington and secured 
a promise of co-operation from Commis- 
sioner Sargent. It returned with the as- 
surance from the government that, if New 
Orleans would bulld her own immigration 
station, the government would lease it and 
give its infiuence toward diverting desira- 
ble immigration this way. 

Now the projectors are lending them- 
sclves to the construction of the immi- 
gration station. The Progressive Union, 
the Board of Trade and the great trunk 
lines have all becomé Iin#erested, and there 
is every Indivation of eventual success. 

There is a great demand in the South 
for settlers. The.valley is teeming wit); 
rich lands that are entirely unoccupied and 
which could be had for a song. The -rail- 
roads have In many Cases settled deserv- 
ing foreigners upon good ground. Groups 
uf these are now doing well in the vicinity 
of Brookhaven, Haz'ehurst, Miss., and 
Hammond, L: At the latter place an in- 
teresting group of recently {mported Ital- 
lange have, under the helping influence of 
the Illinois Central Railroad, embarked in 
the culture of strawberries with great suc- 
cese, Strawberries from the farms of these 
settlers will this spring find markets {fn St.

“There is no dogabt that this committee 
will shortly be able té report a suitable 
location and a plan of financing that will 
meet the requirements of the case. When 
this is done it is intended to invite Com- 
missioner of Immigration Sargent to visit 
New Orleans and approve the plans, and 
make such arrangements as will result tn 
the renting of the station to the United 
States government for the purpose for 
which it is intended.

“The cause of sun spots 
things science has not been 
plain. All we know as yt sun spots is 
when they come. what th®™ look like and 
what other occurrences happen about the 
same time and seem to have some sort of 
connection with them. Of course we spec- 
ulate and form our theories. We are 
pretty certain that the sun ts simply a 
ball of intensely hot, very dense gas, with 
nothing solid or concrete about it, except 
perhaps the central portion about which we 
have no knowledge whatsoever. 

“Now for some reason or other a cer- 
tain section of this gas becomes inflamed 
and being hotter than the surrounding 
gases it projects itself upwards with great 
into the chromoshere—that is the 
atmosphere which surrounds the sun just 
the earth's atmosphere surrounds us. 
This atmosphere, being comparatively cool, 
condenses this gas and it falls pell-mell 
back into the vapors of the sun, forming 
the sun spot, which on account of its con- 
donsation appears black as ink. 

“The falling in of this gas causes a great 
commotion in the sun. A terrific cyclone, 
it were, takes place, which is evident 
from the fact that the shape of a sun spot 
is continually and rapidly changing. When 
this cyclone has spent its strength, the dif- 
ferent come back to their

The proposed 
inclosed sewer to be built alongside the 
ditch, which to be given an 
ordinary limestone paving and fixed up to 
accommodate the overilows. 

“A smal] enclosed sewer can handle the 
ordinary flow in the River des Peres,’ 
Said the sewer commissioner. “Heavy 
and the spring floods swell the 
| little stream up and give it the appear- 
lanee of a river. In order to take care 
of these bulges it will be necessary to 
let the present ditch remain. The $3,000.- 
000 expenditure provides for the paving 
of this hole with ordinary limestone 
such aS was used in alleys before the 
introduction of brick. 

“Another plan calis for the building 
tunnel through Forest Park from 
point in the River des Peres to an- 
point south of the park. This hole 
would take care of the overflow and not 
interfere with the present course of the 
stream, which drains quite a district 
east and south of the park. 

“The construction of an enclosed sewer 
along the entire route is such an expen- 
sive one that it will doubtless excite 
opposition because of its cost, but it 
looks like the solution of the problem. 
The stream is nothing but a foul sewer 
and St. Louis County is to blame for 
Pe it most. It drains the entire 
Jelmar Garden, racetrack and Wells- 
ton district and is thoroughly polluted 
before it ever reaches Forest Park. Mucy 
property in the Cheltenham district bor- 
dering on the River des Peres would be 
greatly increased in value by the en- 
closing the sewage flow which now 
makes the district almost uninhabitable 
in the summer. Much of this property 
which is now hardly available for man- 
ufacturing purposes will be converted 
into desirable districts whe n this im- 
provement is carried out.’

The press of Chicago, where Hoch seems 
to have been particularly strong with the 
ladies, have ceased th look upon him with 
repulsion and are now treating him as a 
character of which the city should be 
proud in a humorous way. 

The Inter-Ocean, under the heading 
Welcome to Mr. Hoch" says editorilly: 

“Is it not time that we were returning to 
those primitive simplicities which contrib- 
uted so much in days of yore to the whole- 
some entertainment of our people”

time left us for a period, their home- 
coming was invariably made the occasion 
of much innocent rejoicing, and the wel- 
come they received usually took the form 
of a reception at the railway station and a 
procession through the streets.

The Growth of Wireless Telegraphy—Another Unprecedented Explosive and Other 
Latest Developments in the World of Mind. 


AN ENORMOUS INCREASE OF WIRE MILEAGE. 

It Is estimated that there are now over five million miles 
of telephone wires in active service in the United States. 
In spite of the well-known rapidity with which the tele- | 
phone service of the country has advanced in the last ten 
years, these figures would be incredible if they were not | 
sivpported by the government bulletin on telephone and tele- 
graphs recently issued. It brings all available information 
down to 1902, when it puts the miles of telephone wire at 
4,860,486. This is over three times the total of the telegraph 
wire in use for the same period. The total of both tele- 
graph and telephone wires was 6,186,836. 

When the moon is closest to the earth, its distance is esti- 
mated at 225,000 miles. Five million miles of wire would 
reach from the earth to the moon at “perigee” just 20 
times over. 


“THROUGH BY PALACE CAR” TO HAVANA: 
The new railroad which is to connect Key West with the 


of modern engineering and the engineera who had projected 
it and already marked out its roadbed have no doubt of its 
success. The “Florida keys” are a long chain of small islands 
extending 200 miles from the mainland, Key West is on one 
of the largest of them, and when it is reached Cuba js only 
about eighty-six miles away. . 

The water between the different island or “‘keys’’ is usU- 
ally very shallow. This is the first fact which makes the 
road possible. It is proposed to cross from key to key On 
trestles. It is said that examination shows this to be easily 
possible.Such trestles would be worse than useless in sub- 
tropical storms but for the fact that the whole line of keys 
is surrounded hy. outlying reefs which serve as “break- 
waters."" It is expected that in spite of all weather condi- 
tions, trains can be run from New York through to Key 
West, passing over stretches of the Atlantic from key to 
key among these “innumerable” islands. At Key West the 
palace cars and sleepers will be taken bodily into a ferry 
boat and the passengers disembarked from their “through 
cars’’ in Havana, saving a day in transit and thus making, 
as it were, “the through trip by rail and ferry,’’ with the 
least possible interruption, though the ferry boat from Key 
West to Cuba Is, of course, really an ocean steamer. 

The entire plan is held to be feasible by the competent en- 
gineers employed by the Flagler capital. Surprising as the 
project seems, it seems equally certain to be accomplished. 
The final test will come when the first through train is be- 
ing protected by the ‘‘chain of natural breakwaters” against 
a natural cyclone off the Florida coast.

The latest experiment made by the United States govern- 
ment is in the use of a rm ne for coast signals in storms 
and fogs which is described as ‘grinding out advice and in- 
ftructions night and day to endangered mariners.’’

The Law’s Protection. 


“First, what are ‘all the principies’ of the 
constitution of the United States? One 
cannot read the Federal Constitution with- 
out getting the impreesion that. one of the 
cardinal principles is protection againét 
unjust accusation, as set forth im the 
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granted all the rights to which he is en- 

thled, and. will cite the fifth amendment 

#®@ the Conatitution of the United States 
and the third article of the treaty between 
Vrance and the United States, by which 
itte territory of Louisiana became a part 
of the Union in support of his contention. 

Thus is the spirit of the great Napoleon 
brought to intervene between the Missourl 
bandit and the gaviows beneath the shadow 
&f which he has rested for two years—a 
Shadow that has caused him to grow gray, 
maturer in thought, more philosophical and 
more wise in the law by reason of his close 
contact with it. 

The point which Rudolph's attorney will 
raise—and one which has not been raised 
in the Supreme court of the land since the 
treaty was signed 102 years ago—is: 

1. Article 3 of .the Louisiana Purchase 
treaty guarantees to all the people of the 
territory as it was then bounded, the 
“rights, advantages and {mmunities of citi- 
zene of the United States.”’ 

® The fifth amendment to the constitu- 
tion of the United States describes ag one 
of these ‘rights, immunities and advani- 
ages’ of “citizens of the United States,” 
ihet “no person shail be held to answer 
fora capita) or otherwise infamous crime, 
Ufless on a presentment or indictment of a 
gtandjury."’ 

-8. Rudolph, a citizen of the territory 
which Napoleon ceded to the United States, 
was “held to answer for a capital’ crime— 
not on “a presentment or indictment of a 
grandjury,"’ but—upon an information is- 
@ued by a prosecuting attorney and veri- 
fied by the oath of a deputy sheriff. 


Act of Napoleon. 


The Louisiana Terfitory treaty was one 
of Napoleon’s pet acts. He concerned him- 
eelf deeply in its preparation, and brought 
© bear upon its measures the famous 
laws he had evolved out of the Justin- 
fan laws to suit the conditions of the 
times and the needs of his people. He 
Gaused to be inserted in that treaty an 
article intended for the protection of those 
descendants of the French who then peo- 
pled it. He feared that unless his hand 
reached out to protect them through al! 
time in the new conditions under which 

were about to live, and always would 

governed, they might be subjected to 

lane and restrictions inimical to their free- 
dem and happiness. 

Bvidently he most feared that they would 
subject to the despotism of territorial 
ernors or their rights abused by petty 

tyrants in the way of prosecutors. He de- 
sired that they should stand equal among 
the citizens of the United States; there- 
fore he caused to be inserted in that most 
famous treaty, the centennial of the sign- 
ing of which has just been celebrated tn 
St. Loula, that article 3, which Attorney 
Finch cites and which may become active 
tn the future jurisprudence of the states 
within the Louisiana cession. 

This is Napoleon's clause to which Ru- 
dolph has tied his faith: 


Articie 3. The inhabitants of the ceded 
territory shall be incorporated in the 
Union of the United States, and aé- 


mitted as soon as possible, according te 


the principles of the Federal Comstttu- 
tien, to the enjoyments of the rights, 
advantages and immunities of citizens! 
Of the United States; and in the mean- 
time they shall be maintained and pro- 
tected in the free enjoyment of their 
liberty, property and the religion which 
they profess. 


How Issue Arises, 


When Rudolph was brought to trial at 
Union, Mo., in March, 1904, Judge David- 
son, the trial Judge. appointed two young 
st. Louls lawyers to defend Rudolph, who 
declared himself without counsel. These

They fought their case clearly and well, 
but Rudoiph wes convicted March 2%.

‘he first ten amendments of the consti- 
tution of the United States have,been held 
by the Supreme Court of ‘the United States 
to apply to Federal courts only, but Ru- 
dolph's attorney contends that the fifth 
amendment applies to the state courts 
within the TLAuisiana Territory by 
reason of article 3 of the treaty of session. 
He claims, therefore, that he is protected 
by the fifth amendment to the constitu- 
tion, and cannot be prosecuted by informa- 
tion in this case, because ae an inhabitant 
of Louisiana Territory he is entitled to all 
the rights of a citizen of the United 
States. 


Lawyer Explains Contention.

SECTARIAN SCHOOLS: 
ARE STILL FAVORED 
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‘Roosevelt to Continue Present 
System of Indian Education 
Despite Recent Victory. . 


By the Assectated Press. 

WASHINGTON, D. C.. Feb. 4.—President 
Roosevelt has sent a letter to Secretary 
of the Interior Hitcheock on the subject 
of authority for ranting contracts for the 
education of Indiana in 
acnools. 

The President seys that inasmuch as 

uthority exists to grant the I | 
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Fifth Amendment, and after considering 
what are the principles of the Federal 
Constitution, we must consider it to azs- 
certain what are all the ‘righta advan- 
tages and immunities of citizens of the 
United States? If this prosecution was 
for treason against the Federal 
ment no one doubts that the defend- 
ant would be protected by the Fifth 
Amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States, and he could only be prose- 
cuted by indictment of a grandjury, and 
could not be by, information of a proseeut- 
ing officer. Therefore as a citizen of the 
United States, one of the defendant's 
‘rights, advantages and immunities’ is his 
immunity from prosecution in fetony cases, 
except by indictment by a grandjury. And 
as the defendant is an inhabitant of the 
Louisiana Territory, and guaranteed by 
the terms of the treaty of 18 ‘all the 
rights, advantages and immunities of a cit- 
izen of the United States,’ he eannot de 
prosecuted by information in % felony 
casc. 

“The prosecution of Rudolph by tnforma- 
tion is in violation of the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States, becayse the section of the 
Constitution of Missouri, upon which the 
prosecution is based. does abridge the 
privileges and immunities of citizens of the 
United States.” 


Judge Valliant Dissents. 
The decision of Division 2 of the Mis- 
sourl Supreme Oourt, sdvemee to Ru- 


dolph, was confirmed the past, week by 
the court en banc. Judge Valliant dis- 
senting. The yn opinion had no 
reference to the peculiar queations of 
Rudolph's rights as a citizen which At« 
yorney Finch now brings up. but wis 
based entirely upon the fact that a war- 
rant for burglary. issued against Ru- 
dolph four years before. was used by the 
state as testimony against him in the 
trial for murder. ° 

Judge Valliant’s dissent gives onportu- 
nitv for an apnlication for a new trial 
before the court en banc. and it is ex- 
pected that such a new trial will he 
asked. In the event that ft t« refused, 
Attorney Finch saya he will immedi nte- 
Iv take the case to the United Staira 
Supreme Court and seek to establich 
the fact that Rudolph has been denied 
hi« rights.

Master Short Advances 
Upon Old St. Louis. 


One day in the spring of 1869, when the 
birds were scattering madrigals and the 
chef began to let up on the herring and 
deal fresh vegetables in the dining room, 
Master Short \dropped a thunderbolt out 
of his boss’ clear sky by appearing be- 
fore him and saying: “Sir, I am going to 
quit!” 

Like Cesar, he was ambitious. 
enticed him with a siren’s voice. Joliet 
was growing, but to Master Short it 
seemed sma.ler everytime he looked out 
from the hotel window. The day he made 
up his mind to leave the little Illinois city 
looked to him as if he could run and jump 
Over it.

In 1870 Mr. Short was sent to Memphis*to 
become the business and house manager of 
the New Memphis Theater.

Whos Who in St. Louis Theatricals 


Hie is now in his thirt,-fifth year as the 
manager of a theater. Coming back from 
New Orleans in 1875, he was inscailed as 
the manager of the house. In 187% the in- 
terests of the Olympic Wheater and the 
Grand Opera House were pooled, and Mr. 
Short became the joint business manager 
of both. This arrangement continued until 
1890. John W. Norton represented the Chou- 
teau interests in the Grand, and Mr, Short 
represented the Spalding interests. Jan. 1 
1899, the Century Theater passed from the 


control of Al Hayman and Will J. Davis, 


into the hands of Charles A. Spalding, who 
succeeded his father in possession of the 
Olympic. Mr. Short was made the mana- 
ger of the Century, and he remains today 
the manager of these two theaters. 

When he firet becams a theatrical mana- 
ger in St. Louis there were no trave.ing 
companies. The stars went from piace to 
place and picked up the local stock com- 
panies for support. The Olympic had 
such acompany. The house provided 
the scenery. It had its own carpen- 
ters and scene painters. ‘he star sent on 
the book of his play, and Mr. Short called 
in his staff of artisans anda told them what 
would be wanted. Straightway the Olym- 
pic became a workshop in which, with 
hammer and saw and pot and brush, the 
house staff turned out a street 10 Verona, 
Olivia’s garden and any otner old thing the 
oceasion demanded. It was all sold, m S- 
sive work. It worked in grooves, and there 
was none of the light and roof-hung canvas 
which*is the background of the elaborately 
framed stage pitures of today. 

In those early days a player did not g0 
west of St. Louis. There were Indians out 
there whetting their knives for the rich 
scalp of such Hamlets and Othellos a8 
strolled over the dead line, and when the 
first eastern company extended its tour to 
San Francisco people heard and exclaimed 
“What!” San Francisco was of another 
world. A player thought sooner of going 
abroad. The coast had its own players 
and its own little theatrical world, and be- 
tween that world and this there galloped in 
the plains of the player's mind a wild cav- 
alcade of savages, always willing to stake 
a player after their own sbyle. 

In those days all the great American 
players came to the Olympic. ‘The Booths 
of tragedy and the Pattis of music—all of 
them played and sang in the big theater 
on Broadway. After the performances the 
star used to-slip around in the box office 
and receive and receipt for his or her share 
of the.’‘mazumma, and as relics of those 
ante-manager days Mr. Short has in his 
boeks even now the signatures of all the 
great and semad who played and sang in 
the Olympic. 


A Star Acquaintance 


Surpassing Jason’s. 

If Jason's pursuit of the Golden Fleece 
gave him acquaintance with as many stars 
as Pat Short has met and known in his 
day then Jason was a seedless peach. No 
player of note has walked the Olympic 
stage in these even 30 years without meet- 
ing Pat Short. He has been on hand-shak- 
ing terms with them all, from Edwin 
Booth and the elder Salvini, Florence, and

tunity. Within a short while Mr. Mans-

office and reported that the noted player 
was wondering why Mr, Short had not 
called and asking what contretremps 
Might, perchance, have kept him so long 
away. ‘That fost cloistral of all playe?s, 
Miss Maude Adams, receives scarcely any- 
one, but Mr. Short’s name is ah open se- 
same to that guarded presence forbidden 
to and sought by so many. Mr. Short fre- 
quently goes up to the Century Theater 
especially to pay a social call upon some 
player there. When Maxine Billiott was 
there in December he failed to go up dur- 
ing the first of the week, for which omis- 
sion the most beautiful of American act- 
resses brought him wp with something of 
turn and commanded him to ap- 
her presence with a run end jump, 
e did.

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ort has a knack of giving a theater 
that scarcely definable thing called tone. 
The Olympic Theater commands politeness. 
Its foyer is a hall of good manners. The 
atmosphere appreciated by gentlefolk is 
there. One might visit a thousand theaters 
and not find its like in this reepect. He ts 
an elusive mark for designing fellows. Ile 
is an excellent barometer from which to 
ascertain the merits of a play. Hf he 
doean’t like it he can’t sit through tt If 
I were the author of a play and Pat Short 
sat through it I would know it for a good 
play. If he left at the end of the first act, 
pieading business or a bad headache, etc., 
I would know it for a failure, and if he 
‘hung on for two acts and then bolted the 
show I would run after him and assure 
him, apologetically, that I would never do 
it again.

HORT—Vat, dean of American play- 
S house managers, manager of the 
Olympic and Century theaters in BSt. 
Louis, and custodian of the most coveted 
pass book west of the Mississippi! river. 
The rotund little father of St. Louis 
theatricals was born in County Armagh, 
Ireland, Oct. 12, 1848. It was among the 
rolling fields—ihe fields of barley and yel- 
low oats—of this north of Ireland county 
that he spent his youth and what change 
his father gave him, and it was there he 
reecived the education which was to serve 
him in after years in his career as one of 
the foremost business men of the fourth 
city of America. Mr. Short's parents were 
great lovers of the bucolic beauties of 
the Emerald Isie, and in his youth he 
visited with them all the famous water- 
ing places. He knew Killarney’s limpid 
loveliness as a child, and he saw fish in it 
long before the poet looked over its green- 
lirped shore and saw in its azure waters 
“heaven's reflex on earth,’ 
ee 7 
When he was lt young Pat Short hugged 
for sheer love the dear little house in 
which he was born, affectionately embraced 
his people, went out in the village and 
said “so long’ to the boys and girls 
of his youth, and started for America. 
Like many another courageous young Celt, 
got here. He has never returned, his 
concillatory temperament in after life be- 
coming such that he has even been un- 
wiiling to cross the sea. Mr. Short's at- 
tachment for his birthplace remains some- 
what beyond that of the most of us. He 
has never forgotten {t nor ceased to main- 
tain a lively and affectionate interest in it. 
It remains in the possession of his familly 
today, thanks somewhat to his own help.

The young man swam west. He touched 
bottom in time and walked into a smiling 
city.

Master Short Advances 
Upon Old St. Louis. 


One day in the spring of 18649, when the 
birds were scattering madrigals and the 
chef began to let up on the herring and 
deal fresh vegetables in the dining room, 
Master Short \dropped a thunderbolt out 
of his boss’ clear sky by appearing be- 
fore him and saying: “Sir, | am going to 
quit!” 

Like Cesar, he was ambitious. 
enticed him with .a siren’s voice. Joliet 
was growing, but to Master Short it 
seemed sma.ler everytime he looked out 
from the hotel window. The day he made 
up his mind to leave the little Illinois city 
looked to him as if he could run and jump 
Over it. 
| In mid-daisy season of 1869 he appeared 
upon the: East St. Louis riverfront, grip 
in hand, hailing a ferryboat. He landed at 
the foot of Olive street end walked up 
into the city with no thought of what he 
would do, but with some lively notions of 
what he could do if they would give him 
a chance. He tried his hand at this thing 
and that through the summer, and Sept. 
1 of that year he became the assistant 
treasurer at the old Olympic Theatre, un- 
der Dr. G. R. Spalding. The old O ympic 
occupied the site of the present Olympic. 
It was a small theatre of the old style, 
with a pit and three galleries. Viewed 
from the stage it looked like the habitat of 
a community of cliff dwellers, or, perhaps, 
a bank swallow town. It had been a 
vaudeville and variety house—shades of 
Thespis, think of the drama-dear-and-de- 
fending Olympic having been a vaudevile 
house—and had just entered upon its 
dramatic policy when Master Short, now 
21 years oid, became assistant treasurer. 
It was one of the playhouses of what 
was known in that day as the Spalding- 
Bidwell-MacDonough circuit, which had 
theaters here, at Memphis, New Orleans 
and Mobile. The old Olympic had passed 
into Dr. Spalding’s possession in 1866. The 
new Olympic replaced it in 1882. It was 
then and remains today one of the larg- | 
est theatres in America, seating 2400 per- 
sons and having a first floor capacity of 
84°. 

In 1870 Mr. Short was sent to Memphis*to 
become the business and house manager of 
the New Memphis Theater. The house had 
not been doing well. It needed the atten- 
tion of someone who could see what was 
wrong. Enter the young man who had 
eeen the fishes in the depths of the waters 
of Killarney.

The house provided 
the scenery. It had its own carpen- 
ters and scene painters. ‘She star sent on 
the book of his play, and Mr. Short called 
in his staff of artisans and told them what 
would be wanted. Straightway the Olym- 
pic’ became a workshop in which, with 
hammer and saw and pot and brush, the 
house staff turned out a street i Verona, 
Olivia's garden and any otner old thing the 
oceasion demanded. It was all so.id, m 8- 
sive work. It worked in grooves, and there 
was none of the light and roof-hung canvas 
whichis the background of the elaborately 
framed stage pictures of today. 

In those early days a player did not go 
west of St. Louis. There were Indians out 
there whetting their knives for the rich 
scalp of such Hamlets and Othellos as 
strolled over the dead line, and when the 
first eastern company extended its tour to 
San Francisco people heard and exclaimed 
“What!” San Francisco was of another 
world. A player thought sooner of going 
abroad. The coast had its own players 
and its own little theatrical world, and be- 
tween that world and this there galloped in 
the plains of the player's mind a wild cav- 
aleade of savages, always willing to stake 
a player after their own style. 

In those days all the great American 
players came to the Olympic. ‘The Booths 
of tragedy and the Pattis of music—all of 
them played and sang in the big theater 
on Broadway. After the performances the 
star used to slip around in the box office 
and receive and receipt for his or her share 
of the, mazumma, and as relics of those 
ante-manager days Mr. Short has in his 
books even now the signatures of all the 
great and sma/ who played and sang in 
the Olympic.

The Olympic was sold out for the perform- 
ance, and Patti's manager was spinning 
around on his head. He couldn't pay the 
$1000 until the next day, and he was in four 
or five different kinds of woe. Mr. Short 
turned upon the situation those same eyes 
which had seen the fishes in the waters of 
Killarney.

Sunday Baseball Agitation. 

There is not much danger that the meas- 
ure killing Sunday baseball will pass the 
Missouri Legislature. The fight on the 
bill has attracted more publicity than the 
owners of clubs care about, but there is a 
strong sentiment among city members of 
the Legislature against the bill. 

Should the fight reach a stage where the 
supporters of the bill have a chance to 
carry the measure, strong protests will be 
made by petition of thousands of base- 
ball fans. Last week a number of promi- 
nent St. Louis men assured the owners of 
the local clubs that they would go to Jef- 
ferson City and work against the bill if 
there was a possibility of the measure go- 
ing through. 

Sunday baseball, in St. 
Louis, causes but little complaint. Church 
people, and even ministers, who attend dur- 
ing the week, believe that the Sunday 
games provide harmless entertainment to 
thousands who would be likely to indulge 
in forms of amusement less in keeping with 
good morals if Sunday ball is prohibited.

NEW YORK, Feb. 4.—The Evening Post, 
in its review of the markets today, says: 

This morning’s weekly bank report was 
considerably nearer the hard facts of the 
situation than was last Saturday's. Pre- 
ltminary forecasts of yesterday indicated 
that $7,000,000 odd had been gained from 
interior remittances and from transactions 
with the government, this being offset, 
however, by the loss of $11,000,000 in gold. 

The $5,300,000 decrease in cash, reported in 
the bank return today, fairly accords with 
Friday's indications, though it throws ro 
light whatever on last Saturday's $6,000,0W) 
or $7,000,000 excess over an estinrate. 

It is not necessary to*take these financial! 
experts very seriously, and it should 
be plain cnough that nothing but a mira- 
cle, or juggiing of accounts, could have 
produced a strong bank showing, after the 
week's events. 
the $12,400,000 loan expansion was 
to have been expected, when a trust com- 
pany can get more for its money deposited 
In bank than loaned direct 

The market, after early firmness, closed 
generally weaker, the one point urged be- 
Ing the $7,100,000 eurplus bank re- 
serves. This leaves tke surplus above that

This a time of vear when it 
keep in mind the principle often cited 
und promptly forgotten by the markets— 
that the peried between January and April 
gives the least opportunity of any season 
of the year to determine the real nature 
of a tinancial situation.

Cona@itions bearing on the securities mar- 
kets in general, and the Wall street mar- 
ket in particular, have remained favorable 
the past week. And these have been re- 
flected in a range of prices on Wall street 
securities well around the high point re- 
cently prevailing. The main cause of the 
strength displayed has been the elimina- 
tion of the situation in Russia as a market 
factor, and the generat growing belief that 
the termination of the Russian-Japanese 
war is rapidly ajsproaching. 

The settlement of this foreign strife 
would be of itself of the highest import- 
ance to the financial markets of the world. 
And would no doubt be followed by an ap- 
preciation in all securities the world over. 
For although no direct ultimate effect on 
American securities is to be feared while 
the war continues, nevertheless the possi- 
bility at all times exists of some unfore- 
seen incident or circumstance developing 
whereby other powers than those now con- 
tending may be brought into the difficul- 
ty. And this in itself must always be con- 
sidered aS a market uncertainty, from 
which adverse conditions may at any time 
develop. 

The North Sea incident and the uprising 
in Russia, which were both brought about 
by the Russian-Japanese war, are two 
striking illustrations of what can develop 
in the foreign situation to adversely affect 
the securities markets and for this reason 
the settlement of the present strife would 
be the most favorable development as re- 
gards securities values that could happen 
at the present time. 

Little effect on eastern sentiment has 
been eaused by the enormous gold exports 
of the past week, which have totaled over 
$11,000,000. The movement of the yellew 
metal abroad since October 27 has reached 
the enormous total of over $32,000, Ad- 
ditional exports are still looked forward to 
and it is expected that the movement will 
reach $45,000,000 or $50,000,000 before the for- 
eign de nd is satisfied.

It is 
plain enough, so much so, that he who 
runs may read, that a price forced so 
high by speculation as to head off im- 
proved flour demands and lessen the calls 
for the product of wheat, naturally less- 
ens: the call for the wheat itself. When 
this happens, bullish sentiment is chilled 
and beurish sentiment fired in the spec- 
ulative markets with but one result natur- 
ally. While such is the case it will be a 
difficult matter to keep booms a-booming, 
especially as speculation ts narrowed to 
professional limits and principally then 
to lift a scalp. ‘It there is any “bull’’ in 
wheat, thous, this is the season of the 
year-ror it to declare itself, for it is the 
time of decreasing supplies. and crop 
scares, and an oversold market may only 
prove a delusion and a snare for he who 
puts too much on breaks.

According to statements made by large 
millers and by brokers, a very considerable 
amount of the tmproved flour trade recent- 
ly reported was due more to deep cuts in 
price than to tnecreased requirements. 
Country millers who had acquired a sur- 
plus after filling their regular trade de- 
mands, local or shipping, are said to have 
sent this surplus t 0 market to be sold at 
the best price obtainable and it was sold 
at the best price obtainable. One miller 
said he found country flour offered or g¢e!!- 
ing: nearly everywhere at 20c to 30c lower 
than he could afford to sell at. Another 
miller named an Illinois and a southeast- 
ern mill selling 25c below cost, and he did 
not know how they did it unless it was 
by their lowering the quality of their flour. 
With their export trade’ nil and competi- 
tion for domestic orders below the price 
of production, it is not surprising millers 
make a poor mouth over the flour situation. 
A loss of the export buying that relieves 
them of their surplus and domestic sales 
only to be made at a loss or the closest 
of margins, why millers are not laying in 
supplies of wheat beyond actual require- 
ments can easily be understood. North- 
western mills are reported to be making 
good sales, but if they are cutting: prices 
as two of the big mills are said to be. 
these good sales are the résult more of 
cheap prices than of larger demands.

The limited flour business has a natur- 
ally limited buyng of Cash wheat. The St. 
Lous market has reflected ths. Not much 
came in and very little then was of good 
milling quality, but at that most of the 
best grades went to houses making a 
specialty of filling outside mill erders and 
who bought on expectation of these orders 
coming freer and larger in the future.

Col. Edwards, chief of the ineular bureau 
of the war department, preceded Secretary 
Taft in discussing the question. He said

sidered an 18% per cent tariff, while the 
| proposed revision would make it about a 
20 per cent tariff. 
a The revision, however, he said, could not 
considered an increase all along the 
as many articles had been changed 
specific duty to an ad valorem duty, 
and in these reductions had generally been 
made.

'Secretary Taft to be twofold: first, to ad- 
mit at a lower duty to the islands articles 
necessary to their development and sec- 
ond, the production of an increased rev- 
enue.

of St. Louis may give thanks that they are 
not now reduced to the necessity of drink- 
ing muddy water as in bygone days. 

Loosened, supposedly, by the rising of the 
river Friday afternoon, thousands of tons 
fof ice’ were driven by the rapid current 
against the intake tower at the Chain of 
Rocks...

tracted especial comment, coming as they do from a man 
who spent the best years of his life in the Catholic 
Church. He has been threatened by mobs on three oc- 
casions, and at a little town in Ohio one night recently, 
after a lecture, had to be escorted from the lecture room 
to the depot by a «quad of police. He was stoned one night 
on leaving Music Hall in Cincinnati, where he had delivered 
his famous lecture, “Socialism and Religion.” 

Thomas McGrady was born June 6, 1862, in Lexington, 
Ky., and received his early education in the parochial 
schools. He was ordained a priest in 1887 at Galveston, 
Tex., and spent three years in the ministry in that state, 
after which he returned to Kentucky and affiliated with the 
Covington diovese. From his earliest years in the priest- 


hood he wvecame interested in the labor qyestion, as his 
parishioners were mostly of the working class. 

He devoted several years to the study of economics of 
the Manchester school. At the same time he was delving 
into the regions of science and became acquaintéd with 
Darwin, Huxley, Haeckel, Buchner and the philosophy of 
Herbert Spencer and says he was constantly nonplussed in 
his attempts to reconcile modern science with’ theology. 
He also became familiar with the utterances of Lom- 
broso and the best representatives of the science of crim- 
inology, which created another mental conflict, for he found 
it very difficult to reconcile the conclusions of the criminol 
ogists based upon well-established facts, with the dovcrine 
of Divine Grace.

ships. The builders of cargo carriers have assumed that 
the swifter models among yachts were not practical for 
sea-going ships. Indeed, it been freely asserted by 
yachtsmen that the swifter yachts were “mere racing 
machines,” and that it was rather because the model was 
not practical for deep-sea work that it was swift. That 
is to say, it is believed that ballast swung low. had 
more to do with great speed than the forms of the iulls 
have had. 

A more important objection to the smooth-water yachts, 
however, was in the fact that the scantling in them waa 
never heavy enough for cargo carrying. This is not to sav 
that the experiments with light seantling were to be con 
demned, as so many believe; the dangers were always ex- 
agyerated, while the knowledge guined in the form and 
disposition of framing has been very great. Still, light 
scantiing will not do for deep water, at least such light 
scantiing as has been uatd hitherto, 


has 


Now, thanks to the German Minperor, we are to have a 
series of races on deep water, and the yachts must be 
built with framing that will stand up and carry sail 
in the gales that sweep across the roaring forties, The 
appeal that ia now made to the des gners of the world 
is for a practical model, and we shall in time see what 
will be accomplished.

In fact, the rules that have been madé provide that no 
yacht of less than 100 tons, cuxtom-house measurement, 
shall _enter..One hundred tons and upward is the size 
of the new “racing machine” that fe to be developed. 

It has been frequently pointed out that an ocean race 
lacks spectacular interest. There will be no gathering of 
a hundred excursion steamers to see even a dosen clippers 
start in a race to the Lizard. Another objection to the 
ocean race is that success very often will be obtained by 
luck in winds, so that the slower yacht may win not only 
cnee, but several times. 

To the first objection, however, one may reply that in a 
yacht race a start in clear water is desirable, while to 
the other objection it may be said that in the long run 
the hest model is sure of victory.

As another possibility in the ocean races, it should he 
feasible, after a while, and it will be so, probably, to pro- 
vide that a yacht to win the cup must not only win 
ihe race in which she leads all competitors, but that she 
must beat all previous records over the course.

The argument of “The Law of the Land” is for the 
enactment and enforcement of laws that shall protect the 
superior minerity whites from the domination of the in- 
fe ior majcrity blacks. The question of an equatity-that 
may be attained in time is Je't in abeyance, And until 
such laws are enacted and enforced, then the law of the 
land must be the domination, by force if necessary, of the 
superior race.

Increase of 
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Twice as Many Out of Work, Say Som: Authorities, as a Year Azo in 
St. Louis—Skilled Mechanics Dependent on Charity--Influence 
of the World’s Fair—What Local Officials Report— 
Free Food and Free Lodgings in St. Louis. 
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LONG with deseriptions of the 
great wave of prosperity in 
the United States come, re- 
ports from many cities of an 
increasing number of able- 

bodied men out of employ- 
ment. The ranks of the un- 
employed show an increase 
just as figures sent ont from Wall Street show 
an increase of the bank deposits. The problem 
of the unemployed is one over which sociological 
students are puzzling. They cannot understand 
why, if the country is as prosperous as it is said 
to be, and the wheels of industry are turning 
everywhere, skilled mechanics should spend 
weary days looking for work. Another feature 
of this question is that when there is a large num- 
ber of unemployed, wages inevitably fall, because 
the supply of labor is larger than the demand. 
Careful investigation of labor conditions in St. 
Louis shows that what is true of some other Ameri- 
ean cities is true of this city—that great numbers 
of sober, industrious, skilled mechanies cannot get 
work, and are more or less close to the verge. of 
starvation. The number of such in St. Louis at 
the present time has been estimated at 20,000 by 
officers of the Salvation Army. They say that 
the number has doubled within a year. Officials

Complexion and Insanity 


OBART LANGDON has written an interesting article 
Hi on “¢ ‘ompyexion and Insanity.” He says, “that of 

the tote! number of insane people, only 3 per cent 
of them have light hair and only 2 per cent have blue eyes.” 
He has obtained these figures from 68 asylums in different 
parts of the United States, Canada and England. In these 
68 asylums there were 16,512 patients. Seven hundred end 
three of them had light hair and only 66 red or auburn heir. 
In other words, 06 per cent were brunettes, having very 
In one asylum in New England every 
one of the patients were brunettes. 

Dr. Langdon makes no attempt to explain this peculiar 
fact, but simply asserts that it looks as though blonds were 
not as liable to insanity as those people with dark hair aad 
eves. 

\nother peculiar feature in the matter was that among 
the blowds the number of incurable was much greater than 
among the brunettes. This would imply that .whenever 
a blond person does go crazy there is little hope of his 
But the brunettes are more liable to recover trot 
insanity. Only 50 per cent of the brunettes were marked 
hopelessly insane, while among the blonds $1] per cent were 
listed as hopeless, All but three of the total sumber of 
inmates having red hair had been eatalagued as incurable.

Knowing, then, the danger that lies in the sudden changes 
of temperature, it merely remains to explain this to those 
whom we intrust with the care of our fine table service.

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HE study of prehistoric animals has 
received a fillip through the efforts 
of Prof. H. F. Osborn, the curator 


x 


ot the American Museum of Natural Hi«- 
tory, New York, who has just restored the 
gigantic dinosaur from bones found in Wy- 


oming. Since the discovery of an extensive 
bed of remains of dinosaurs in south cen- 
tra Wyoming by Walter Granger of the 
Amefican Museum Expedition of 1887, it 
hus been possible more completely to fll in 
the picture of the animal life of the pre- 
historic period when the great dinosaurs 
roamed the earth. This “find” ts said to be 
the greatest of extinct animals made in a 
single locality ‘nm any part of the world. 
A fready #8 perts of antmals have been 
tuken up. It has been estimated that these 


represent at least seventy-three animals of 
seven different species, and that parts of at 
least one hundred were buried there. 

The prehistoric animal was ponderous 
and clumay but very strong. It stalked 
across the country with steps which must 
have made the earth tremble. Present day 
forests would have been simply an imped. 
ing undergrowth to it. Most of these ani- 
mals apparently were of huge dimensions 
from the point of view of a human be- 
ing. Not a'l of the animals of the period 
of mammoths, however, were the possese- 
ors of the massive. log-like bones one sera 
in tuseums. The bones of an animal which 
lived at the same time as the mighty 
Saurians and was so light that it eould 
catch birds have been discovered in the
